Ghost Stalks Ursinus College

Sidney Houck and Rita DeMassa are 
level-headed, young women in their 
senior year at Ursinus College, 
Collegeville. 
As psychology majors, they are not 
the type given to hallucinations or 
hysterics, 
But they are convinced — and they 
are dead serious — that a ghost 
inhabits their room on the third floor of 
an old Victorian house. 
Twenty-two women live in Shreiner 
Hall, at the comer of Main Street and 
Sixth Avenue, across from the college 


cam pus. The three story brick 
building, topped with a mansard roof, 
was once the home of Dr. J. A. H. Bom- 
berger, first president of Ursinus 
College. The house changed hands 
severa! tim es before the college 
bought it and made it into a women’s 
dormitory. 
Stories of ghosts cropped up from 
time to time, generally from seniors 
trying to frighten freshmen. 
Sid Houck and Rita DeMassa didn't 
believe them. They aren't afraid of the 
dark. They never thought seriously 
about ghosts. 
Until Monday, Sept. 22. 


Last year, Sid and Rita lived on the 
second floor of Shreiner. This year 
they moved into Room 15 at the top of 
the third floor stairs at the west side of 
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The room looks like any 
room in the dormitory — old desks, 
squeaky metal beds, posters and 
drapes that don’t quite fit, heavy 
wooden doors with rattly doorknobs. 
Ghosts were the last thing on their 
minds when they moved into the room 
the Sunday before the first week of 
school. But at 4:30 a.m. Monday, when 
the room was pitch dark and only the

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Severe Earthquake Rattles Peru 
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LIMA, Peru (A P) — An earthquake rattled 
Peru Thursday causing extensive damage and 
killing at least 20 persons and injuring several 
hundred others, government officials said. 
The quake, which caused widespread panic, 
occurred during the morning rush hour and 
lasted about two minutes. A string of after­ 
shocks followed, the strongest a sharp brief 
quake almost an hour after the initial one. 
By mida.ftem.oon civil, defense1 officials said 
at least 20 bodies had been recovered and 291 
others persons had been injured, many of them 
suffering from shock. Officials said 210 of the 
injured were in the capital of Lima, a city of 
three million people. 
Communications w?ere cut off from cities 
south of the capital. A government report said 
that the brunt of the quake was felt in and 
around the town of Cañete about 120 miles 
south of Lima where officials reported that 60 
per cent of the buildings were destroyed. 
Early reports said five persons died in 
• Cañete, a fishing town of 15.000. and at least 65 
persons were injured. 
When the quake hit at9:21 a.m., — 10:21 a.m. 
EDT — most Peruvians fled their homes in 
panic. Streets in Lima were flooded by broken 
water and sewer mains or littered with 
cracked glass and masonry. 
In 
Lima, 
the quake caused extensive 
damage to three famous churches each more 
than 300 years old. The cupola, of La Merced. 
Church cracked and shifted from its base on 
the roof, the main alter of San Agustin Church 
tumbled, and the walls of the Prado Church 
were damaged.

government collapsed Thur­ 
sday night in a crisis over 
acute economic problems 
and a strong Communist bid 
for a share of power. 
Premier Mario 
Rumor, 
who headed a center-left 
coalition, 
submitted 
his 
resignation 
to 
President 
Giovanni, 
Leone. 
Leone 
asked Rumor to stay on as a 
caretaker 
premier 
until 
elections can be held. 
It was the 36th Italian 
government to fall since the 
end 
of 
World 
War 
II. 
Rumor’s cabinet, submitted 
its resignation last June, but 
Leone that time refused to 
accept 
it, 
forcing 
the 
premier to stay on. 
The 
country’s 
latest 
political crisis raised fears 
m Washington and European 
capitals that an opening to 
the 
Communists 
— 
the 
largest Marxist party in the 
West — could be the only 
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province near Lima, said almost half the 
houses in Cañete were unsafe because of 
cracked walls and water seepage. Cañete has 
a population of about 5.000. 
Motorists panicked and fled the downtown 
Lima area, Several cars collided, but first 
reports indicated none of the crashes was 
serious. 
Electric power wras cut off for about an hour, 
restored for 30 minutes and then cut off again 


for about 45 minutes. 
Running 
water 
was 
not 
interrupted 
generally, but had to be cut off in several 
places because of breaks in the mains. Sewer 
mains also broke and many streets were 
flooded. 
Most radio stations went off the air for about 
two hours, but two somehow managed to keep 
broadcasting. 
At least a dozen old houses collapsed in 
Lima. 
The downtown area and many of the residen­ 
tial districts, including the area near the 
bullring, were a. mass of shattered glass and 
fallen masonry. Many weak walls collapsed. 
In homes, crockery and glassware shattered 
as a result of the violent vibrations. 
A large chunk of masonry falling from the 
top floor of the ornate Hotel Bolivar in down­ 
town Lima wTecked the top of a crowded city 
bus. Several passengers were reported slightly 
injured. 
The walls also cracked at the offices of the 
Foreign Ministry, housed in an old building 
adjoining an historic palace. 
The U.S. Geological Survey in Washington 
said the quake hit 7.7 on the Richter Scale. The 
most devastating quake ever recorded in 
South America hit Peru 'in 1970 and killed, an 
estimated 
70.000 
persons. 
That 
quake 
measured 7.8 on the Richter Scale. 
The Richter Scale is a measure of ground 
motion as recorded on seismographs. Every 
increase of one number means a tenfold 
increase in magnitude. Thus a 7.7 reading 
reflects a quake ten times stronger than one of 
6.7. 
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Infrared Exposure Reveals 'Figure'

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PUC Is Seeking to Halt 
Denenberg Appointment 


PITTSBURGH (AP)-The 
state Supreme Court heard 
arguments Thursday on a 
move by the Public Utility 
Commission to prevent Gov. 
Shapp from appointing Her­ 
bert S. Denenberg as its . 
legal counsel. 
Arlen Specter, the PUC’s 
attorney 
for 
the 
case, 
appealed a Commonwealth 
Court refusal to grant an 
injunction and claimed that 
appointing 
Denenberg as 
counsel is part of a plan by 
Shapp 
to 
take over the 
operation of the PUC. 
He said Denenberg has 
conflicts of interest with the 
commission and has subjec­ 
ted it and its members to 
public ridicule. 
During the hearing. Chief 
Justice Benjamin R. Jones 
said he reminded Denenberg 
to 
abide 
by 
a July 30 
Supreme 
Court 
decision 
ordering the former state 
insurance commissioner not 
to practice law in the state. 
Denenberg, who can prac­ 
tice law in Nebraska and 


Washington, D.C., had asked 
the state 
Board of Law 
Examiners for permission to 
practice law in Pennsyiania. 


The board granted the re­ 
quest, but in an unpreceden­ 
ted move, the state Supreme 
Court said it wanted to con­ 
sider the injunction issue 
before 
permitting Denen­ 
berg to practice law in the 
state. 
In that order on July 30, 
the high court said: 


“It is hearby ordered that 
the certificate of admission 
to practice law given by the 
pronothonary to Herbert S. 
Denenberg is revoked forth­ 
with. .

Senate Wants Watergate Probe Results Made Public 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The Senate voted Thursday 
to ask President Ford to 
make public the “fruits” of 
the Watergate investigation, 
but 
turned 
down 
a 
Republican effort to make a 
related requirement apply to 
congressmen as well. 


A non-binding resolution 
requesting full publication of 
the results of the Watergate 
inquiry was approved on a 
voice vote. 


But when the Senate tur­ 
ned to a bill which would 
require Richard Nixon to 
turn over to the government 
all 
of 
his 
tapes 
and 
d o c u m e n t s , 
Assistant 
Republican Leader Robert 
Griffin of Michigan proposed 
an amendment demanding 
the sam e of all members of 
Congress 
and 
all 
future 
presidents. 
It was defeated by a vote 
of 47 to 32 on a motion to 
— an action which 


would require a two-thirds 
vote to overturn. Sen. SamJ. 
Ervin Jr., D-N.C., who was 
chairman 
of 
the 
Senate 
Watergate committee, said 
the bill is related “solely to 
Watergate matters and no 
senator or representative is 
involved in Watergate 90 far 
as I’ve heard.” 
And Sen. Russell Long, 
D-La., 
exclaimed: 
“What 
did we have to do with 
Watergate9” 
Griffin argued that the 


government 
seizure 
of 
Nixon’s 
papers 
and 
documents wbile he was 
president raised serious con­ 
stitutional 
questions, 
and 
that the bill requiring Nixon 
to give the government all of 
his papers and tapes should 
apply to all presidents and 
members of Congress. 


But Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis„ said the bill was 
“an em ergency measure ” 
designed to assure that the 


tape recordings and papers 
will remain available for use 
as evidence in trials relating 
to Watergate. It also, he 
said, will guarantee that the 
American people eventually 
will learn the full story 
behind the scandals. 


The 
earlier non-binding 
resolution was the first of 
three pieces of legislation 
dealing with Watergate and 
now scheduled for Senate 
action.

Negotiations between the 
company and a committee 
from Local 2326 represen­ 
ting 938 company employes, 
resumed at 1 p m Thursday. 
Price said the tentative 
agreem ent 
w as reached 
shortly after 5p.m. 
The union struck the plant 
Aug. 15 at the expiration of a 
three year contract. 
At the time Gene Myers, 
industrial relations director 
for the company, and Bruce 
Lord, union vice president, 
said the two sides were far 
apart 
on m any issues, 
including wages and fringe 
benefi ts such as extra 
holidays, vacations and pen­ 
sions. 
During the past six weeks 
both sides met five times, 
but little was accomplished. 
Thursday Price said both 
sides decided that the strike 
had lasted long enough and 
each side conceded certain 
p o i n t s 
to

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"Save The First Amendment' 
Editorial 
Sun Shines In 


The first major advantage of the 
state's new “Sunshine Bill" become 
evident this week with the Public 
U tilities Com misión postpone­ 
ment of Philadelphia Electric’s 
request for a rate increase. 
The PUC, meeting in Harrisburg, 
faces a protest delegation of 500 
citizens who wanted the request 
denied. The board evidently bowed 
to the protestors and delayed the 
increase at least three months. 
If it wasn’t for the Sunshine Bill, 
which mandates that citizens can 
attend governmental meetings, it is 
doubtful whether the postponement 
would have been granted. 
Using the past as a criterion, the 
PUC probably would have swiftly 
given PE the okay to increase rates. 
But faced with angry citizens, the 
PUC had second thoughts. 


They had to answer the public 
face-to-face for their decisions. They 
couldn't act behind closed doors. 
They couldn’t skip through the agen­ 
da. 
They were being watched by 
John Q. Citizen. 
The board didn't like this. Chair­ 


man George Bloom was especially 
angered that the public participated 
in a public meeting. Mr. Bloom 
evidently likes to operate under a 
cloak of secrecy. He feels that 
business which concerns the public 
is no concern of the public. 
But he was wrong. 
You 
d on ’t have to be an 
economist to tell that PE is taking in 
money hand over fist. A look at your 
electric bill will show that. To 
demand more money is wrong, par­ 
ticularly at this time when inflation 
is running wild, 
The action by the protestors at 
the PUC meeting should put other 
government agencies on notice that 
citizens are not only aware of what is 
going on, but they intend to voice 
their opinions. 
By the same token, however, 
citizens do have the responsibility to 
behave themselves. They can t 
disrupt meetings while business is 
being conducted. If rowdiness 
prevails, the Sunshine Bill will 
become worthless. 
The public can make its views 
known, but it must be done properly.

All Around The Town 


Town Clock Causes 
Considerable Trouble 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 
Area Historian 


The town clock was certainly causing its share 
of trouble. First off, Henry Zuber had not been 
paid for so long that he simply went on a one-man 
strike and did nothing to help its condition. Others 
could not seem to fix it — or else did not care to 
work for nothing. 
When brought before a meeting of Town Coun­ 
cil. with the suggestion that it really was perfor­ 
ming a public service and therefore public funds 
rightfully might be appropriated towards its 
upkeep. Council sat on its hands and did nothing. 
The editor of our Ledger was repeatedly 
annoyed: 


‘’During Thursday night we were aroused from 
our slumbers by the peeling forth of the sonorous 
tones of the bell in the steeple of the Church of the 
Transf iguration, which made just 76 st rikes. 
“We arose immediately from our couch, and 
took a survey of that portion of this mundane 
sphere that is visible from the third story of the 
Farmer s hotel, with a view of ascertaining what 
was in the wind. Everything seemed serene, and 
we again retired to our couch believing that it was 
nothing more nor less than the ‘spirit of 76' 
abroad in the land. 


“We found this morning that the cause of our 
surprise during the night, was the town clock, 
endeavoring to strike the hour of twelve at mid­ 
night, but that, owing to a superfluity of grease or 
some other cause, the wheels of the clock refused 
to stop at the proper time. It will need a little of Dr. 
Zuber's attention." 


The Farm er's Hotel was getting a good deal of 
attention in those days. W. R. Shuler had recently 
prepared dinner for 175 persons, and by actual 
count 64 vehicles of various kinds had stood at one 
time in his yard. 


The occasion for this wrasthe unforgettable day 
upon w'hich new Champion Harvesting Machines 
were delivered to farmers of Chester and Mon­ 
tgomery Counties. H.G. Kulp at the hardware 
store on High Street let it be known that this day 
w'as to be known forever as “Champion Day." 


Bunting hung from our tallest buildings, flags 
fluttered from the window's and parades passed all 
day between our canyons of brick. Wrote the 
Ledger of this momentous occasion: 
“ Lexington and Concord may have their cen­ 
tennials. w'hich is eminently proper, but Pottstown 
can boast of a scene w'hich for originality and 
splendor completely lays all others in the shade. 


“The lessening of the laborious toil of the far­ 
mer and the introduction of machinery to gather 
and save the toil of the farmer, and the introduc­ 
tion of machinery to gather and save the fruits of 
his labors, truly is worthy of commendation." 
There were near accidents, of course, in the 
press of bodies and the teaming vehicle traffic. 
Later the Ledger covered one near serious 
episode: 


“The horses that become frightened on Thur­ 
sday 
at the Champion Mowing Machine 
procession, near the barn of Mr. Howard Phillips, 
and plunged into the Manatawny creek, was a four 
horse team . It belonged to Mr. Frederick Nagle, of 
Glasgow', and was driven by his son William. 


“Mr. Nagle informs us that there is no doubt 
but that his horses w'ould have been drowned had 
it not been for the assistance of Thomas L. 
Yorgey, who jumped into the stream and suc­ 
ceeded in swimming them to shore." 


Concluding, the Ledger grew well-nigh 
emotional:" . . . wiien the truthful generation of 
the present grow up to manhood, the ‘oldest 
inhabitant' will delight in telling of the memorial 
20th of May, 1875, a scene which will never be 
forgotten by the thousands who witnessed it. "

Hays said he had talked 
with Ford about the bill a 
few days ago. He told repor­ 
ters the President "seemed 
reasonably happy with it." 
Earlier, the conferees had 
deleted from the bill Senate 
provisions for use of tax fun­ 
ds to finance congressional 
campaigns, and spending 
limits for House candidates 
were raised above those in 
the original House bill.

I cut a 
four inch strip of scrap sheet 
metal to fit around the top of 
the stump. I nailed the strip 
in place to form a lip that 
stuck up above the stump. I 
painted the strip and nails 
green and filled the opening 
with dirt and planted ivy in 
it.

'Firepersons?'They're Inevitable, Chiefs Say

Mercury Staff Writer 
Before long the figure under the wide-brimmed 
fireman's hat lugging the tremendous hose at an area 
fire may be a woman—and some area fire chiefs seem 
ready to accept the change as long as the new’ “fireper- 
sons"candothe job. 
Many women are expressing a desire to get out of 
ladies’ auxiliaries, cake and rummage sales and into 
the real action of putting out fires. 
But even though the fire chief may be open-minded, 
in the final analysis it is the vote of the company that 
determines the future of a woman in its ranks. 
A Geigertown woman, Mrs. Donald MacLean, recen­ 
tly was refused membership in Geigertown Fire Co. 
because the members voted against amending the 
bylaws to admit a woman. 
With five years experience as driver of a*school bus, 
Mrs. MacLean feels she could handle a fire truck, and 
since the Geigertown fire chief admits there is dif­ 
ficulty manning the company's three trucks in the 
daytime, she'd like to help the community. 
She enlisted the aid of the Pennsylvania Human 
Relations Board, and the company could lose its state 
and federal funding if it can be proved it discriminates 
against women. 
In Upper Frederick 


Tax Hike Needed 
To Help Fire Co. 


After hearing reports by 
officials 
of 
the Upper 
F r e d e r i c k 
F i r e 
Co. 
describing rising operating 
costs and a lack of money, 
the township board of super­ 
visors agreed municipal fun­ 
ds may be needed to ease the 
situation. 


It was noted, however, the 
only way the township could 
afford to supply money to 
the company would be to 
in c r e a s e 
ta x e s . 
And, 
although voicing support for 
an increase, the supervisors 
were reluctant to make such 
a move. 
The board's decision was 
to let the issue be resolved 
by vote of the township 
residents as part of the Nov. 
5 general election. 


Included on the ballot will 
be a proposed two mill 
assessment increase to be 
used by the fire company for 
replacem ent, repair and 
purchase of fire fighting 
equipment. 
The assessm ent would 
provide $3,537 a year for the

income 


Only another test — applying for membership — will 
tell if a woman would fare better in other Pottstown 
area fire companies than Mrs. MacLean did in Geiger­ 
town. 
Most fire chiefs contacted said companies would be 
willing to consider a qualified woman for membership, 
although amending the bylaws would first be 
necessary in most cases. 
“ I know' several women here in Stowe who could do a 
very good job,” said Del mar Egolf, chief of West End 
Fire Co. 
"Of course there’s more1 involved with a fire truck 
than just driving.” the chief noted. “A woman would 
have to learn to operate the pumps too. And if she 
actual!v had to go into a fire she would need training.” 
West End’s bylaws would have to be amended by a 
vote of members, Egolf said, but the day of women 
firefighters is inevitable, he believes, and he sees no 
reason why women couldn’t take an active part in the 
dangerous job. 
Collegeville Fire Co. is strictly that — a fire com­ 
pany, according to Chief Dennis Parker. The company 
has no social club. 
“ According to our bylaw’s, w’hich were set up many 
years ago, the women’s auxiliary is not separately 
chartered,” Parker explained. “The women are an 


integral part of the fire company.” 
Although no women have yet put the Collegeville 
company to a test, the chief said each membership 
application, whether from male or female, is judged on 
its merits. 
“There are outspoken opinions on both sides,” 
Parker remarked, “ but wfe would judge each 
application on the qualifications.” 
There is a stipulation in the Collegeville Fire Co. 
bylaw's that women and men members will meet 
separately and vote separately, he added. 
The women have participated in fire prevention 
activities. Parker said, but none have taken part in fire 
fighting activities. 
Harry Umstead, chief of Royersford Friendship Fire 
Co., said he could not say if women are allowed to enter 
his company. 
“It has to come up in a company meeting,” Umstead 
stated. 
The Royersford chief said his job begins when the 
fire bell rings, and does not include giving out such 
information. 
"Women are active in our auxiliary, but none 
expressed a desire to fight fires,” said John Martin, 
chief of Good Will Fire Co. 
"Our bylaws state our members must be men, but 


until the company is confronted with an application 
from a woman there’s no reason to change,” he con­ 
tinued. 
Although a female firefighter in Good Will is not yet a 
reality, Martin agreed there are women qualified to 
handle some of the jobs involved. 
The idea of women firefighters hasn't gotten beyond 
the kidding stage at Liberty Fire Co., Spring City, but 
Chief Ralph Trego said, "I can see the day when it will 
happen.” 
Women help the male firefighters at Liberty by 
working as dispatchers, serving coffee at fire scenes 
and other capacities. 
But the manpower shortage, particularly critical 
from 3 to 5 p.m. daily, may create a demand for women 
firefighters, Trego noted. 
Chief Egolf also is noticing a shortage of firefighters. 
He said a majority of company members join for the- 
social aspects rather than firefighting. 
"That’s one reason I support junior firemen.” he 
said. “If they're trained when they're young enough 
they retain an interest when they reach 21.” 
And women too might help fill in the manpower gap. 
Egolf said. 
“ Women today are working as welders and in other 
male jobs. I don't see why they couldn't fight fires."

H a n s 
v o n d e r 
Kleut, 
president of the fire com­ 
pany, sighted a need for new 
equipm ent as the major 
reason the company sought 
township funds.

He added 50 
per cent of the fire hose has 
been in use for more than 10 
years.

But the nation is still in the 
grips of a severe energy' 
crunch, and conserving fuel 
Proposed Law Would Help 
Handicapped— Inexpensively 


A proposed state law 
requiring all new depart­ 
ment stores, theatres, and 
sports arenas to provide 
access and egress facilities 
for the physically disabled 
would be an important step 
toward aiding the handicap­ 
ped, according to an area 
architect. 
And, it shouldn't increase 
building costs one cent. 
The bill, recently passed 
by the State Senate, must be 
ratified by the House of 
R e p r e s e n t a t i v e s . 
If 
approved all buildings con­ 
structed after the law takes 
effect would have to comply. 
Richard Frantz, architect 
with offices at 715 High St., 
said prov iding a means for 


the handicapped to move 
through a structure does not 
necessarily mean higher 
costs, 
if builders plan 
carefully. 


"There are a number of 
things which can be done. 
Outside the building you can 
design ram ps to take the 
place of stairs,” he said. 
"And if necessary, outdoor 
ram ps can be designed 
which lead to the second 
floor or the basement.” 


Frantz added constructing 
ramps outside a structure 
would cost no more than a 
stairway. 
“For the inside, ramps are 
a bit impractical,” he con­ 
tinued. “They take up too 


much room and might cost 
more than stairs. The prac­ 
tical solution is to install 
elevators. This might create 
added expense for a small 
shop, but the big multi-floor 
department stores plan on 
having elevators anyway.” 
Frantz said a state law 
was passed in 1966 requiring 
access and egress for the 
handicapped in buildings 
constructed with common­ 
wealth funds. 
“Most of us don't realize 
how much of an obstackle a 
curb is for someone in a 
wheelchair,” he said. “In so 
many cases these people 
can’t get into a certain 
building at all. I think the 
new law will prove helpful.” 


and electricity even in small 
ways can help the critical 
situation this winter.

If 
you find any buy some 
caulking m aterial to seal 
them and prevent loss of 
heat.

much as 15 per cent. Install 
them on the side exposed to 
the wind if you can’t afford 
them for the entire house. 


• Make use of solar h e a t- 
open curtains and blinds on 
bright days and let the sun 
shine in. 


• I n st e a d 
of 
electric 
trains, toy robots and motor­ 
cyclists, buy non-electric 
toys for your children. 


• Do full-size laundry 
loads in the washer and 
dryer and you'll save both on 
heat and hot water. 


• Inspect 
your home 
insulation. There are a num­

against alleged plots by the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 
Cubans curious about the 
outside world can find little 
about it in book stores. In 
one downtown Havana shop, 
there were only about 100 
titles available. A sampling

an analysis of 
American 
bombing

Southeast Asia and a com­ 
pendium of the speeches 
made by Prim e Minister 
Castro on his visit to Chile 
three years ago. 
The Cuban news media 
have been generally objec­

the bed is at least 10 feet from the wall 
where the m irror fell — and protected 
by the bunk bed above it.

EPA Orders Water Cleanup 
By Nation's Power Plants 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - 
The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency (EPA) Wed­ 
nesday ordered a water 
pollution cleanup by most of 
the nation's power plants 
that will cost $4.1 billion and 
eventually raise everyone's 
electric bill a little more. 
The program is not as 
ambitious 
as 
o r i g i n a 11 y proposed by 
the 
agency, 
but 
EPA 
Administrator 
Russell E. 
Train said it was sufficient 
to “insure the cleanup and 
protection of our waters 
without requiring the con­ 
sumers of electric power to 
shoulder 
the 
cost 
of 
unnecessary investments.” 


By 1983 when the program 
is finished. Train said, it 
might increase electric bills 
by up to 1.5 per cent ; but, he 
said, “in the perspective of 
toe overall amount it does 
not seem too significant, in 
view of the benefits you’re 
getting." 


Chairman Dixy Lee Ray of 
toe Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission criticized the EPA 
move as it applies to nuclear 
generating plants, saving it 
would cost as much as $3 
billion to comply and that 
environmental 
pollution 
from that source is already 
under adequate restraint by 
the AEC and state laws. 


“The environment will not 
be further protected in a sig­ 
nificant way. The thermal 
releases from these plants 
must 
meet 
state 
water 
quality standards. This is 
the wrong time and the 
wrong 
reason 
to 
spend 
additional 
millions 
of 
dollars.” 
she said in a 


statement. 
The rules are designed to 
implement the 1972 Clean 
Water Act which requires 
water polluters to install the 
“best practicable” pollution 
control equipment by 1977 
and the “ best available” 
technology by 1983. 


Wednesday’s rules are de­ 
signed to control 'both ther­ 
mal pollution —heated water 
discharged 
after 
use in 
generating 
plants 
—and 
chemical 
dumping 
from 
such installations. 


EPA said the industry is 
already building or planning 
to build plants with closed 
systems, which do not return 
their cooling water to the 
river or stream from which 
it is taken. 


Betty Ford is Ahead 
Of Recovery Schedule 
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WASHINGTON < AP) - 
First Lady Betty Ford, 
ahead of schedule in her 
recovery 
from 
surgery, 
began to read her mail Thur­ 
sday and was reported 
thrilled by the expressions of 
concern for her. 
“She also is aware of the 
impact that her illness has 
made on people'’ and that 
thousands of women across 
the country have been 
rushing to seek breast can-. 
cer examinations, said her 
press 
secretary, 
Helen 
Smith. 
President Ford told Oval 
Office visitors Thursday 
morning: “Betty's doing 
very, very, well. She is about 
two or three days ahead of 
what the doctors prog­ 
nosticated as the rate of 
recovery. So, we're very 
happy.” 
Mrs, 
Ford’s 
surgeon, 
Navy Capt. William Fouty, 
said in the latest hospital 
bulletin that she was making 
an “excellent recuperation 
and her attitude and spirits 
are excellent.” 
The doctor said that Mrs. 
Ford was permitted to eat 
whatever she wanted Thur­ 
sday and was allowed to 
move about her suite at 
Bethesda Naval Medical 
Center, where she under­ 


went breast cancer surgery 
Saturday. * 
“As 
with 
any 
post-operative patient.” Dr. 
Fouty said. “Mrs. Ford has 
not regained her full streng­ 
th, but I would describe her 
post-operative course to date 
as uncomplicated and her 
present 
condition 
as 
excellent,” 
Referring 
to 
the 
wellwishers, the President 
said, "The expressions from 
literally thousands of people 
all over the country have 
just been very heartwar­ 
ming 
and 
very 
encouraging.” 
The White House reported 
there have been 10,000 let­ 
ters, 
more than 
500 
telephone calls and over 200 
telegrams for Mrs. Ford. 
And there was even a check 
sent to the White House for 
$5,000 for the American Can­ 
cer Society. 
One spokesman for the 
cancer society reported that 
Mrs. Ford's ordeal with the 
disease 
has awakened 
women across the country to 
the dangers they also face. 
“Phones 
have 
been 
ringing off the hook” with 
calls from women trying to 
make appointments with 
doctors, clinics and hospitals 
for 
breast 
cancer 
examinations, 
said 
a 


spokesman for the American 
Cancer Crusade. 
“It's a tragedy for Mrs. 
Ford, but she may have 
saved an awful lot of 
womens 
lives.” 
the 
spokesman said. 
The President of the 
American Cancer Society, 
Dr. Lasalle D. Laffall Jr., 
sent Mrs. Ford a message 
saying “you and members of 
your family are to be com­ 
mended for the prompt and 
forthright manner in which 
you dealt with your recent 
illness. It will serve as a 
life-saving example for 
thousands of 
American 
women who are destined to 
have a similar experience.'’ 
Mrs. Ford was getting a 
selection of some of the let­ 
ters sent to her. Her press 
secretary said, “She's so 
thrilled by the wonderful let­ 
ters and messages. She is 
aware of the impact... that 
it has made people more 
aware of the need for tests.” 
Among the messages was 
one from 90-year-old Alice 
Long worth, 
daughter of 
President 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, who said “just a 
line to wish you well from 
one who a number of years 
ago had the experience you 
just had.”

Sharp Upturn in Serious Crime Continuing 


WASHINGTON (U P D -A 
sharp upturn in serious 
crime which began a year 
ago has continued at least 
through the first half of 1974. 
the FBI reported Thursday 
The FBI's second quar­ 
terly report for this year 
showed the crime level for 
the first six months was up 
16 per cent from the same 
period in 1973 on the basis of

3. One spade. This 
is a

tells partner you have a five- 
card suit and that you lack the 
values for a redouble, which is 
the standard way of showing 
strength when, you have 10 
points or more in high cards. A 
one-over-one bid after a double 
suggests a hand in the 0 to 9 
point range. 
4. Redouble. A, redouble may 
be based on offensive or 
defensive strength, or a com­ 
bination of both.

The essential 
message is that the redoubling 
side have the better hands and 
the subsequent bidding is 
conducted on that basis.

By ALRUDIS 
Chicago Daily Newsservice 
CHICAGO - There is 
something depressing about 
greatest hits albums. Often 
they signal that the artist or 
artists involved are either 
dead or washed up. 
Even when this is not the 
c a se , 
th e y 
are s till 
mausoleums of past glory, 
implying that this is the best 
so-and-so could come up 
with at this point in time. 
Sometimes the creative 
juices seem to have per­ 
manently dried up, such as 
The Band's “Rock of Ages’’ 
(Capitol Records and Tapes» 
and “Sly and the Family’’ 
Stone; Greatest Hits" (Epic 
Records 
and Tapes). 
Occasionally the problem 
seems to be a temporary 
confusion about where the 
artist or group is going, such 
as "Chicago at Carnegie 
Hall” (Columbia Records 
and Tapes) or “Sing It Again 
Rod” (Mercury Records and 
Tapes). I hope this proves to 
be the case with “Alice 
Cooper’s Greatest Hits" 
(Warner Brothers Records 
and Tapes). 
The album is mostly 
excellent rock and roll. 
There are some changes 
from previous album ver­ 
sions of certain songs in 
cases where the band went 
back into the studio to fix up 
a single to sound better on 
car radios. For instance, the 
guitar solo in the middle of 
“Under My Wheels” is dif­ 
ferent from the one on 
“Killer” (Warner Brothers 
Records and Tapes).

"School’s Out” suffers 
quite a bit by comparison. It

Alice Coo-er’s 
biggest hit, but it’s far 
inferior to the band's best 
material. 
As a matter of fact, it sig­ 
nals the decline of Alice 
Cooper. The first five songs 
on the album come from two 
magnificent albums, “Love 
It to De at h” (Warner 
Brothers 
Records and 
Tapes) and "Killer.” If you 
want the best of Alice Cooper 
rather than the greatest hits, 
these two albums will give it 
to you. After making then, 
the group still came up with 
flashes of greatness, but not 
with the same consistency. 
And you can see this even on 
the greatest hits album. 
“No More Mr. Nice Guy" 
is merely a trifle. “Elec­ 
ted,” another calculated 
song, is fairly good, although 
it’s mostly a reworking of 
“ Reflected,” a song on 
“Pretties for You” (Straight

and Tapes). 
“Teenage Lament ‘74” and

Sports Today

L O N D O N — A wide disparity in attitude is noted in 
this bustling village over the adventure in Zaire where 
George Foreman and Muhammad Ali are currently en­ 
camped, awaiting their celebrated match du box at an 
eerie hour sometime before Halloween. 
To start with, the principals have volunteered to re­ 
main in Kinshasa during the period of the delay, a 
highly discreet choice on the part of both. 
Foreman found out in Venezuela that some govern­ 
ments don't take the benign view of wayward children 
that others do. 
Trying to finesse a referee of his choice, George 
turned up unaccountably with a knee injury that he said 
could threaten his fight with Ken Norton. 
Grudgingly, the Venezuelans gave him his referee. It 
merely happened, when he tried to leave the country, 
that he found himself detained because of mysterious 
tax liens. 
He wasn't under house arrest. But he wasn't going to 
leave Caracas until he paid. 
The fight in Zaire, like the one in Venezuela, is un­ 
derwritten by the government, which has more than a 
casual interest in its success. 
In effect, this is Zaire's Olympics. IF is making its de­ 
but internationally. It is out to impress its Africa broth­ 
ers. It has gone on the hook for millions. 
So a visitor with a modicum of sense1 goes along like 
a good fellow, making it clear that he is amenable to 
compromise. 


POSSIBLE MOTIVE 
One school of thought exists here that Foreman 
'Seized upon the eye cut to delay the fight because his 
handlers felt he needed more training. 
The delay also would hurt Ali, who started condi­ 
tioning in June with the idea of coming to his peak 
Sept. 24. Quite aware that Muhammad was in better 
shape than Foreman, who was heavy, the champion's 
cerebral 
trust 
might 
have concluded that a post­ 
ponement would serve a two-fold advantage to their 
man. 
Those agreeing with this theory point out that the S5 
million on the line is a little misleading. 
After Foreman pays his taxes, his expenses and his 
entourage, he probably would be left with less than S2 
million. Keeping the title another five or six years could 
be worth more not only in cash, but in emotional ben­ 
efits that come from riding high with the championship. 
So even though the stakes appear high, and the first 
instinct would be to grab the purse and flee, regardless 
of the circumstances, the importance of retaining the 
title is not to be minimized from the standpoint of Fore­ 
man, who is only 25. 
Since Ali is 32, and only the challenger, his desire 
for a quick solution is understandable. 


D O U BTFU L SO U R C E 
The correspondent on the scene from the London 
Daily M irror proffers the view that the fight will never 
come off, explaining that one pocket of confusion will 
lead to another, eventually killing the whole project. 
Certainly, the weather will not be working in favor of 
the fight. 
By late September, the mild, dry season of equa­ 
torial Africa turns to rain and oppressive heat. It rains 
almost every day, up to five hours, usually all at once. 
This is no April shower. It is rain in relentless sheets. 
And joining it are temperatures of 90 to 100 degrees, 
often with 100 per cent humidity. 
Living and training in this climate the fighters are 
bound to be enraptured. During the time of the delay, 
they will be challenged to keep their health. 
It is the custom of Muhammad to find therapy in 
talking, and you read reports here of his touring the 
countryside favoring the citizenry with speeches, some 
of which are less than pro-American. 
As a black son, tracing his ancestry all of a sudden 
to Zaire, Ali was quoted as saying that he never en­ 
joyed the feeling of freedom in America that he has in 
his present location. 
He didn't specify whether such freedom would be ex­ 
perienced if he tried to evade the draft there. 
You must realize of course that if he were fighting in 
Stockholm, he would tell the locals that he was of 
Scandinavian extraction. 
But a story even more touching than Ali's discovery 
of Zaire is warming the heart of England. The winner of 
the Miss United Kingdom contest has been allowed to 
compete for Miss World. 
When her marital status was questioned she insisted 
she was single. She said she was merely an unwed 
mother and thankfully, justice prevailed.

Jackie Robinson, who was 
no 
relation 
to 
Frank, 
became the major leagues’ 
first black baseball plaver in 
1947. He died in 1972. 
“ I don’t think I could have 
stood the pressure or have 
gone through what Jackie 
had to," said Frank, who 
broke a IGSyear baseball 
tradition 
of 
white field 
bosses. 
"I don't think there is any 
similarity 
between 
my 
situation and Jackie's." he 
continued. ‘ The times have 
changed, 
the world has 
changed: things are jus! 
completely different." 
Robinson said he realized 
that fans, the media and 
baseball’s 
establishment 
would be watching him in 


terms of being a black 
manager. 
“ But that pressure is an 
outside pressure/’ Robinson 
said. 
" I don’t feel any 
pressure from within, and 
that’s the most important 
thing to me." 
The signifigance of the 
occasion was emphasized 
when Kuhn admitted it was 
the first manager announ­ 
cement he ever attended, 
and when a telegram of 
congratulations 
from 
President Gerald Ford was 
read. 
Trying to deal lightly with 
the black issue, Robinson 
said he didn't know who his 
coaches would be, “ but I 
hope if I name three black 
ones and a white, you don’t 
get on me: and I don’t want 
you to get on me if I name 
three white coaches and one 
black one.” 
Then, becoming more 
serious, he spoke about the 
baseball community and its 
attitude toward black 
ballplayers as coaches and 
managers. He said he did not 
know what baseball people 
thought “ but I hope. I hope, 
that they don’t say ‘now* we 
have one here’ and then 
forget hiring any more.” 
He often joked about him­ 
self during his 19-year 
career and he thanked a 
myriad of people who helped 
him, mentioning his mother 
first. 
“ She always encouraged 
me to become a major 
league baseball player.” he 
said. "Sometimes I told her I 
had a ball game and I did it 
just to get out of cutting the 
lawn, but she never said 
anything."

New Manager Is Natural Leader 


BALTIMORE (API - He 
is a man of his sport, a man 
r.ied to his work. Candid, 
quiet at times, always highly 
competitive, always after 
the win. sometimes the cen­ 
ter of controversy. 
That is Frank Robinson, a 
natural leader with a legion 
of willing followers, who at 
times has had to subdue his 
instincts to lead. 
No longer. 
He now is free to project 
his 
ample 
baseball 
knowledge 
without 
appearing to undercut the 
manager. 
He 
IS 
the 
manager. 
It's difficult to project 
managerial potential in a 
baseball player, especially 
one in the superstar class of 
Frank Robinson. But he has 
had the opportunity for 
on-the-job 
training, 
managing 
major 
league 
players in the' Puerto Rican 
Winter League for five years 
while maintaining his skills 
as one of the top performers 
in the game. 
Robinson 
has felt for 
several years that he was 
capable of managing in the 
major 
leagues, 
but the 
question was raised so many 
times he finally said for 
awhile that he no longer 
wanted the job. 
He did, however, and not 
just because he'd be the first 
black 
manager 
in 
the 
majors—although to achieve 
that permanent mark in 
history 
was 
hardly 
overlooked. The real reason 
was much simpler. 
Baseball 
is 
Robinson's 
life, and he felt confident he 
was ready. 
Moreover, 
players 
throughout the majors are 
convinced 
Robinson 
can 
handle the job. That obser­ 
vation comes from those 
who have played for him in. 
Puerto Rico, and from those 
who have been played with 
him or against him. 
"He won t be overbearing 
as 
a 
manager." 
said 
Baltimore 
pitcher 
Dave 
McNally, Robinson's team­ 
mate for six years, "He'll be 
honest with the players. 
'The re *11 be no doubt where 
he stands. 
"A lot of times, players 
don't get straight answers, 
but 
there’ll 
be 
no 
pussyfooting around with 
Frank. If a player wants to 
know why he's not playing, 
Frank will tell him. " 
Robinson's 
candor has 
occasionally gotten him into 
trouble. But many of the 
times he was criticized, it 
was for ans'-’ere he gave in 
response to ^i&stions from 
the newfs media. Ask him a 
question, you get an answer. 
Now 39. Robinson was per­ 
haps a bit ahead of his time. 
He predated those who advo­ 
cated the "tell it like it is” 
dictum 
of 
the 
Nowr 
Generation. 
One strong tie with the old 
school remains, however. 
Robinson doesn't believe in 
fraternizing with opposing 
players, feeling it might sub­ 


consciously 
influence his 
on-field performance again­ 
st them. 
"I 
believe 
in 
doing 
anything short of hurting 
another player to win,” he 
once said. "It serves a pur­ 
pose even when you're late 
on a slide to try and hit the 
infielder. He will always 
remember 
that. 
and 
sometime in the future he 
may hurry his throw or drop 
the ball." 
A daring and heady base 
runner, Robinson has more 
than 200 stolen bases to his 
credit. Even now, when his 
legs will not carry him 
nearly as fast as they once 
did. he is quick to capitalize 
on mental lapses by the 
defense. 
Robinson’s 
competivive 
zeal and all-out play were 
always obvious; his sense of 
humor, wfhich is real, was 
not. 
Basically a very private 
person, Robinson is wary of 
strangers until he can feel 
them out. To many, he 
comes off quite distant, if not 
actually cold. 


But to friends and close 
associates, 
Robinson 
is 
quietly outgoing. He has few 
peers as a master of the 


quip. He can im.pron.se' 
situations 
into 
oneliners. 
most of which are topical 
and needling. He can be def­ 
tly subtle. too. 
“ Frank has a way of 
giving you the needle while 
he’s telling you wrhat you did 
wrong." said outfielder Paul 
Blair of the Orioles. "It hurts 
for awhile, but this way you 
remember it and it keeps 
you loose. 


"Frank is easy to play 
for,” said Blair, who was 
managed by Robinson in 
Puerto Rico. "He wants to 
win, but he's not the Upe to 
blame the players when he 
loses. All he expects is that a 
player perform at 100 per 
cent of his capabilities, the 
w-ay he does.” 
Besides being outspoken 
on occasion. Robinson has 


been involved in major con­ 
troversies on 
two other 
occasions since he broke into 
the major leagues 19 years 
ago in Cincinnati. 
He brandished a pistol in a 
Cincinnati restaurant in the 
early 
1960s. 
an incident 
w'hich he said helped him 
mature. Earlier this year 
Bobby Winkles charged he 
could not handle Robinson 
when Winkles was fired as 
manager in California. But 
others 
quickly came to 
Robinson's defense, he was 
named captain of the team 
and no similar complaints 
have been heard. 
Robinson 
is 
the only 
player to win the Most 
Valuable Player Award in 
both major leagues.

Economist Sees Price of Oil

Houthakker said 
continued demand caused by 
a drive to rebuild petroleum 
inventories was the major 
factor keeping the price up. 
He said actual consumption 
of petroleum products was

inventories must end,” he 
said. 
* * OP EC (the organization 
of oil producing countries) 
will not benefit by main­ 
taining the present high cost 
of oil. Therefore I see some 
reduction in, the price of 
crude in the nottoo-distant 
future. 
I don’t think it's 
coming down this year — 
next year is more likely.” 
Houthakker 
referred to 
this 
reduction,

accidental, in the leg.

Ambassador took some food, 
water. 
cigarettes

medicine to the building 
shortly 
before 
midnight 
Wednesday. Hurwitch was 
allowed to shout from the
